A year in which competitive 
factors,.already evident in 1953, 
have become increasingly mani- 
fest, necessitating the most care- 
ful scrutiny of labor and other 
production costs in all segments 
of the national economy, emerg- 
es as the most significant feature 
ef the Canadian business and 
industrial scene in 1954. 


Sustained inflow of invest- 
ment capital from the United 
States and abroad has served to 
offset in part the difficulties 
that would otherwise have been 
more evident by reason of Can- 
ada’s worsened trade position. 
Continued expansion of the de- 
velopment of resources has also 


been a sustaining factor in the 
+» economy. 

The substantial decline in Ca- 
nadian exports and the less 
prosperous condition of agricul- 
ture in Western Canada have 
undoubtedly contributed to the 
difficulties of the railway in- 
dustry. A significant factor in 
the decline in rail earnings, 
however, is the growth of com~- 
petition from highway transport 
which has emphasized the need 
of providing for the railways an 
equality of opportunity in meet- 
ing such competition by reliev- 
ing them from outmoded re- 
strictive regulation. 

So far as regulatory restric- 
tions allow, substantial efforts 
have been made to meet the

The railways and other inter- 
ested parties have appeared 
during the last three months of 
1954 before a special Royal 
Commission appointed to con- 
sider the effect of the railways’ 
use of “Agreed Charges” in 
meeting ~ competition. In the 
course of these proceedings the 
railways have advocated a re- 
laxation of the provisions of the 
Transport Act which governs 
this form of rate making. 


Such efforts, however, do not 
provide a solution to the prob- 
lem inherent in the statutory 
rates applicable to grain and 
grain products in Western Can- 
ada. The adverse impact and 
serious consequences of these 
abnormally depressed rates, set 
at a level no higher than in 
1899, and which affect a sub- 
stantial percentage of the total

_Odd Facts About 


Playing-Cards 


There is a case on record of 
a man who determined to turn 
up the pack in a certain order, 
starting with the seven of clubs. 
He tried millions of times be- 
fore he succeeded. It took him 
twenty years, though it might 
have taken him a great deal 
longer. He was an inmate of a 
lunatic asylum in Germany and 
the pastime kept.him happy. 

The fact is that, mathematic- 
ally speaking, the odds against 
holding any particular hand are 
sO enormous that even regular 
card-players probably never 
hold exactly the sare hand twice 
in their lives. This offers a con- 
solation. If you get a really bad 
hand at bridge, you will prob- 
ably never get exactly that hand 


. again in your life. So you can 


always look forward to a change 
of luck, ‘ 

Even the odds against holding 
a hand with no card higher than 
a nine are big. Such a hand 
at whist or bridge is called a 
Yarborough, because the Earl] of 
Yarborough when he set down 
to play whist would offer 1,000 
sovereigns to one against any 
player receiving such a hand. 

The Ear] was on quite a good 
thing. On an average the well- 
shuffled pack turns up such a 
hand only about once in 2,000 
deals, 

Every now and then we read 
of four players at bridge or 
whist being dealt “perfect” 
hands, each player getting thir- 
teen cards of one suit 

According to an expert, with 
good shuffling of the cards this 
should only happen once. in 

2,235,197,406,366.368 301,599,999 
hands! The odds against just one 
of/the players getting all thir- 
teen cards of a suit are small- 
er — he ought to do it once in 
635,013,559,599 deals. 

The point bridge and whist 
players often forget is that the 
odds are exactly the same against 
holding any specified hand The 
thirteen cards of one suit hand 
is talked about because it is 
useful and easy to remember, 
but it is no more “extraordin- 
ary” or “unusual” than any other 
hand. If you doubt it and you are 
a regular player, write down 
100 imaginary hands and then 
notice how many of them you 
hold during the next year — or 
ten years. It would not be sur- 
prising if you never held one of 
the hands in a lifetime 

If course, these are mathem- 
atical odds, not certainties. You 
might deal yourself one of the 
hands next time you played. Ac 
cording to newspaper reports 
the “perfect hand,” with each 
player holding a complete suit, 
turns up.much oftener than the 
mathematical odds suggest it 
should. In 1926 one player alone 
claimed he saw four such hands, 
whéreas the mathematical odds 
suggest that it should turn up 
only at intervals of millions of 
years 

Perhaps it is something “to do 
with the shuffling. Mathemati- 
work on “perfect” 
ing and in real card-playing 
there can be no such thing

Wave Lifted Ship 
Right Over Church 


For the first time it is now 
possible to récord the exact 
height of waves by means of a 
British-made sea-wave recorder 
which will be used during the 
coming spring by. écientists of 
the Oceanographic Institution 
at Wood’s Mole, Massachusetts, 


With this recorder they will 
be able to check the accuracy 
or otherwise of travellers’ tales 
of “mountainous waves.’ Wave 
heights vary, of course, accord- 
ing. to the fury of a storm. 


The captain of an Atlantic 
liner reported years ago that 
during a sudden gale his ship 
encountered during the night 
waves “as high as a house.” 

A specially constructed cam~ 
era has already revealed that 
ordinary waves are from six to 
twelve feet high. In a high 
sea they may rise to .twenty- 
seven feet; in a violent gale to 
thirty-six feet. 

The tidal wave that followed 
the Lisbon earthquake of 200 
years ago, in 1755, is said to 
have been sixty feet high. A 
tidal wave off Peru was so 
enormous that it lifted a small 
ship clean over a church and 
left it a mile inland. 

A tremendous wave seen by 
Sir James Douglas, the light- 
house engineer, holds the re- 
cord of al] scientifically ob- 
served waves. 

It threw gravel from the,sea- 
bed on to the platform of the 
lighthouse on the Bishop Rock, 
Scilly Isles. The platform is 120 
feet. above normal sea _ level 
and thé sea is there 150 feet 
deep. As the wave must have 
snatched the gravel from the 
sea-bed in its path, its total 
height from trough to crest was 
270 feet. 

Careful investigation by a 
scientist indicates that in the 
North Atlantic, with not less 
than 600 miles sea room, the 
height of, waves in bad weather 
is almost constant, the mini- 
mum being forty-three feet. The 
ustial length 6f such waves is 
950 feet, although they may 
run to 600 feet.

How To Restore 


Discolored Nylon 


Wondering what to do about 
a nylon garment which is none 
the worse for its years of wear, 
though it has seen whiter days? 


“. Here is how a textile chemist 


restores the original gleam. 

Don Crawford, a dyeing and 
finishing specialist at Du Pont 
of Canada’s nylon spinning plant 
in Kingston, Ont, recently col- 
lected all the use-discolored 
tricot slips ad shirts he could 
lay his hands on and turned his 
lab into a laundry. After sub- 
jecting the bundle to numerous 
tests with household bleaches 
and wash-day chemicals, he re- 
commends two methods for 
whitening greyed or yellowed 
garments. 

His first method, which is a 
quick single-step treatment, he 
suggests for slight discoloration, 
First, wash the garment in the 
usual manner using an ordinary 
synthetic detergent and rinse it 
twice in clear, warm water. 
“Then fill up the basin again with 
water as het as the hand can 
comfortably stand and add about 
a tablespoon of one of the new 
optical bleaches or nylon 
whiteners as directed on the bot- 
tle. Squeeze the water through 
the fabric for about 10 or 15 
minutes until the solution has 
penetrated every fold. Hang it 
up to dry without any further 
rinsing. j 

As the name suggests, optical 
bleaches or whiteners produce 
an optical illusion or an effect 
of greater whiteness. .This does 
not mean that they are not 
efficient. They are one of mod- 


ern. chemistry’s most important ~ 


anti-tattle-tale-grey discoveries. 
What they actually do is con- 
vert the ultra-violet rays of the 
gun and some types of arificial 
light, which are too short to be 
geen, into longer, visible wave 
lengths. Thus, white fabrics 
appear whiter and colored ones 
brighter because they reflect 
more light than they would un- 
der normal conditions. 


For garments which are quite 
discolored through long usage, 
Mr. Crawford suggests a. four- 
step method. Begin by washing 
and rinsing the article in the 
usual manner. 

Dissolve one package of com~ 
mercial color remover (€.g. 
“Riy’) in an enamel basin con- 
taining approximately one gal- 
lon of water which is as hot as 
the hand can bear. Maintaining

the medium  hot-temperature, 
stir gently for about 30 minutes. 
If whiteiness is restored evenly, 
remove the garment and rinse 
thoroughly in hot water until no 
odor of the color remover re- 
mains. If whiteness is not en- 
tirely satisfactory, leave the 
garment in for an additional 30 
minutes. 

The third step consists of 
soaking the garment in a gallon 
of warm water containing two 
tablespoons of liquid chlorine 
bleach (eg. Javel water) and 
two tablespoons of synthetic 
After stirring occa- 
sionally for 30 minutes, rinse 
all.odor of bleach frgm the gar- 
ment. 

The fourth and final step is 
the optical bleach treatment 
desdcribed above in Mr. Craw- 
ford’s prescription for slight dis-~ 
coloration. He stresses the im- 
portance of carefully reading all 
the labels on the products used 
and following the steps in the 
proper sequence. 

Of: course, a minute of. pre- 
vention is. worth an hour of 
eure. One of the most common 
causes of greying or yellowing is 
inadequate ‘washing and rinsing. 
Because .nylon garments are 
easy to Wash, there is a ten- 


dency to short cut the thorouglr 


sudsing and- rinsing which 
should be given every washable 
article 9g clothing, regardless of 
fibre. 

Hard water is often the cul- 
prit in certain parts of Canada. 
Regular soap when used with 
hard water leaves a deposit on 
the fabric which is almost im- 
possible to rinse off. After a 
number of launderings, these de- 
posits begin to build up and the 
garment looks grey. Those liv- 
ing in hard-water areas con 
overcome this by using either a 
synthetic detergent or a water 
softener in both wash and rinse 
waters. Discoloration ean some- 
times. be traced back to the 
transfer of dyes which may 
occur when white garments arg 
laundered with colored ones of 
to extreme ironing or automatic 
drying temperatures.

Your House Plants 


Keep Them Healthy 


The increasing sunlight 1 
coaxing new. growth from 
houseplants. It’s a good. time of 
the year to take cuttings from 
the old plants so new ones will 
be rooted and ready to flourish 
in the summer sun. Choose the 
strongest and healthiest plants 
as parents. Young growth 
preferable and is best when “it 
will break readily when bent. 
Cut off squarely just below the 
second or third joint below the 
tip, and. remove some of the 
leaves. Keep the cuttings in a 
glass of water away from direct 
sunlight for two or three weeks 
until roots form and they are 
ready for the earth, A good 
general soil for houseplants is 
two parts garden loam, one part 
peatmoss, and one part sand. 
For apartment-dwellers who 
don’t own enough of Mother 
Farth to fill a flowerpot, pot- 
ting soil can be bought tidily 
done up by the pound in poly- 
thene bags.

How do you know when a 
plant needs water? Squeeze & 
bit of earth between the fingers 
dry soil crumbles. Or tap the 
side of the pot—if it gives off 
a hollow sound the soil is dry. 
Horticulturalists claim more 
house plants are stunted and die 
through lack of proper water- 
ing than through any other 
cause. If you let. the soil get 
bone-dry before you remem 
ber to give the plant a drink, 
quite likely you've checked its 
growth or more seriously in- 
jured it. On the other hand, 
most plants don’t like “wet 
feet” and their roots will rot 


Plants, like people, need food 
if they are to grow and flourish. 
If the soil has been properly 
prepared, the food supply will 
last a long time, ‘but a little fer- 
tilizer once a month will keep 
plants in good condition. In a 
complete plant food there is 
nitrogen for good foliage. phos- 
phoric acid and potash for fine 
flowers, strong stems and 
healthy roots, and several other 
elements necessary . for growth, 
For a six#*inch pot, sprinkle one- 
third of a teaspoon of “Gar- 
denite” on the earth around the 
gide of the pot, well away from 
the plant. Use fertilizer spar- 
ingly, strictly according to di- 
rections on the package.

The recommendations de- 
velloped for brooding poults 
from hatch to eight weeks in- 
clude: 
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Housing Management 

1, With’ hover brooding of 
poults, temperature at edge of 
hover three inches above the 
floor should be 95 degrees F. at 
the start. Drop temperature 5 
degrees each week to six. weeks, 
considering at all times the be- 
havior of the poults. Room tem- 
peratures preferably should 
approximate a range of 60 de- 
grees to 70 degrees F. through 


the first six weeks consistent 
with good ventilation. Where 
room temperatures fall below 


those recommended, hover tem- 
peratures should be increased by 
5 devrees. After six. weeks, room 
temperatures should be as cool 
as possible, provided the poults 
are comfortable. 

9. For hover brooding, a mini- 
mum floor space of 12 square 
inches pér poult should be pro- 
vided under the hover. 

3. No more than 300 poults 
should be brooded in one unit.

The authoriiies of the London 
Zoo faced a problem when they 
decided they, had too little space 
to display all the animals thé@y 
wished — and too many iron 
bars to show off even the ani- 
mals they had. 

Now they are to spend £1 
million in gradually rebuilding 
the Zoo, restoring its old pres- 
_tige as the finest and most mod- 

ern in the world. 

In the new .Zoo only the 
sportive monkeys and some of 
the wild birds will live in 
cages. Ingenious tricks of 
lighting and ventilation will en- 
sure that few of the other crea- 
tures will wish to leave their 
own quarters—on the farside 
of a moat. / 

Even snakes can be openly 
displayed on warm islands of 
sand circled by frozen tempera- 
ture zones which they will have 
no desire to cross. Tropical 
birds can be contained in sun- 
lit compartments walled by 


darkness. Clever lighting will 
enable visitors — nearly three 
milion a year on average -—- to 


view the birds without 
selves being seen. 

The allotted area of the Zoo 
in Regents Park, restricted” to 
thirty-six acres, allows no space 
for expansion. So Zoo develop- 
mént is to be upwards. The new 
animal houses are to be several 
stories high, with covered 
ramps leading to centrally- 
heated apartments for pumas 
and perhaps an attractive roof 
garden for giraffes. 

This means a new deal for 
3,500 animals, but many un- 
usual ‘questions had to be an- 
‘swered before young architect 
Frank )Stenglehofen could com- 
plete his plans. “What is the 
farthest a tiger has ever been 
known to leap?” he asked one

British scientists have been 
slithering around on polar ice 
weighing babies that grow fast 
enough to please the proudest 
mother—the babies of “Antarctic 
elephants.” 

A full-grown elephant seal cafi 
be the length of a bus. Whereas 
the human mother is happy 
enough if her baby puts on a 
few ounces a week, the mother 
of a ton (400 Ibs.) at 3 weeks! 
lates in terms of 100 Ib. per 
week. An elephant seal cub 
weighs 100 lb, at birth and a fifth 
of a ton (448 tb.) at three weeks! 

The British scientists who've 
been weighing them soon got a 
healthy respect not only for the 
swishing. tail of these lusty 
babies but for their lumbering 
dads, whose tails could flatten 
the toughest scientist. 

Why are’ these scientists 
weighing Antarctic eleghants? 
Because they want to know if 
the elephant seal herds of the 
Far South can be increased 
sufficiently to permit commercial 
sealing.

"Useful Hints On 


Paper-Hanging 


‘A good wallpaper is spoiled 
and so is the room where it is 
used when they don’t belong to- 
gether; and wallpaper in a sam- 
ple’ book looks quite different 
from wallpaper on the wall. 
Dealers. and decorators, realiz- 
ing.this, are usually willing for 
a customer to take home a roll 
of paper, since it is impossible 
to get the desired effect with a 
smaller amount. However, if 
this is not feasible, you can get 
a pretty good idea of how a 
paper will look like by laying 
two strips together in the studio. 

For example, on a small sam- 
ple an uplifted branch may be 
quite inoffensive, but rising 
branches repeated all over the 
room may be anything but rest- 
ful! And again, in a small piece, 
the size of the pattern may &ap- 
pear to be what it isn’t; for, in 
general, a small sample will ap- 
pear much more positive than 
the completely papered wall. 

A large pettern isn’t neces- 
sarily overwhelming, if, the 
color contrast isn't too strong 
or the outline too sharp. Often 
a large pattern recedes on the 
wall to a surprising extent. 

I saw a perfect example of 
_this not long ago. A landscape 
paper with a rather large motif 
was used in a smallish hall in 
an old house; but the colors 
were so soft and blended so well 
‘with the neutral background, 
and the perspective was so good 
that one didn’t think of it as 
a large pattern at all, writes 
Ethel M. Eaton in The Christian 
Science Monitor.

“And there are color pitfalls 
to be guarded against when se- 
lecting wallpaper; the same col- 
or will look different in dif- 
ferent surroundings. A soft yel- 
low, for instance, will look 


“washed-out under a cold light; 


the same color in a sunny room 
will gain intensity. 

The accentuation of color is 
also true of the cold shades.

Blues and grays will be cooled 
by north or tree-shaded light, 
while a warm light will streng- 
then them. For sunny rooms, 
choose cool backgrounds -- 
green, blue or gray — with the 
design in the paper supplying 
touches of a warmer color 
yellow, pink, peach, etc. 

In rooms on the cold side of 


the house, use papers 

warm backgrounds, such as 
deep yellow, tan, peach, oF 
ivory, to get effect of warmth. 


A delightful room in a little 
country inn comes to mind. The 
walls are plain soft beige, while 
the ceiling is papered with the 
gayest of gay chintz patterns ~~ 
rioting red roses on a beige 
background. The effect is one of 
welcome, warmth, and cheer.

Feed is the most important 
factor affecting egg quality dur- 
ing production. Variations in the 
quality of feed results in varia- 
tions in egg quality. Work con- 
ducted at Nappan has shown 
that feeds high in dils are par- 
ticularly objectionable since the 
oily taste of the feed is fre- 
quently imparted to the egg. Ex- 
cess feeding of fish liver oil may 
result in eggs with a fishy taste. 
Other quality factors such as 
albumen height. yolk colour, 
and blood and meat spots, are 
also affected by the feed. The 
colour of the yolk can be varied 
from light’to dark, depending 
on the amount of pigment in the 
ration. A large quantity of corn 
or cereal grass in the ration 
will result in dark coloured 
yolks. An excess of highly col- 
oured feed such as grass, may 
result in yolks of such dark col- 
our as to be unacceptable to 
the consumer. 

eo * * 

The environment of the lay- 
ing hen is invariably reflected 
in egg quality. Hens kept in 
clean surroundings with lots of 
fresh air, water, and good feed, 
will produce eggs of better qual- 
ity than hens kept’ in a dirty 
environment, lacking clean wa- 
ter and forced to forage for their 
food. The consumption of dirty, 
decaying food is reflected in 
poor quality and off-flavour 
eggs. 

+ * 

Most poor quality eggs pro- 
duced as a result of poor breed- 
ing and feeding are removed in 
the grading and candling pro- 
cess, Poor quality eggs reach- 
ing the consumer’s table are 
generally the result of poor han- 
dling after the eggs are pro* 
duced. Failure to cool eggs pro- 
perly and keep them under re- 
frigeration, is the major cause 
of loss of quality from the nest 
to the table. Eggs held in an 
unfavourable environment tend 
to. become watery, with soft 
spreading albumen, flat yolks 
and stale odours.

— He Believed In Miracles 


- ‘The Story Of 4 Famous Author 


Lioyd C. Douglas died on 
February 13th, 1951, in a Los 
Angeles hospital, and almost the 
last thing he did was to tell a 
funny story to the hospital or- 
derly who wheeled a tank of 
oxygen to his bedside. 

He was a story-teller to the 
last, and the world lost a great 
novelist when heart trouble 
took him off at the age of 
seventy-three. 

Yet it wasn’t until he was 
fifty-two that he wrote his first 
novel. He had been a clergyman 
up till that time. Swift fame 
came to him as a novelist, and 
it is rather ironical that, since 
his death, his fame has spread 
even farther. The sheer chance 
that his book, “The Robe,” 
should be chosen as the first 
film to be made in Cinema- 
Scope brought his name into 
focus. 

Now filmgoers can see an- 
other of his books on the screen, 
with the general release of 
“Magnificent Obsession.” It is 
the second time this story has 
been filmed. It was produced 
for the first time in 1937, with 
Irene Dunne as the feminine 
star, and it turned Robert Tay- 
lor into a leading dramatic act- 
or. Jane Wyman and Rock Hud- 
son play these roles in the new 
production. ° 

Lloyd Douglas wrote roman- 
tic stories about miracles. This, 
no doubt, was because he was 
a man who believed in miracles. 
But his own story was as ro- 
mantic as anything he ever 
wrote. It was extraordinary 
from start to finish, and “Mag- 
nificent Obsession” was the 
most dramatic chapter in it. 

He had written articles and 
texts before this, but he had 
never thought of writing fic- 
tion. He had two reasons for 
writing “Magnificent Obses- 
sion.” One was to amuse him- 
self while taking a holiday. The 
other. was the hope that it 
might earn him a little money. 

He needed the money badly 
enough. As a clergyman, he had 
always found it difficult to make 
both ends meet, especially with 
a wife and two children. His 
daughters recollect his once re- 
marking: “If you are ever cur- 
ious to know what kind of a 
place hell is, accumulate a mis- 
cellaneous assortment of un- 
paid bills!” 

His hope was more than ful- 
filled. “Magnificent Obsession” 
earned him a fortune and turn- 
ed him inte one of America’s 
highest-paid writers. 

. How the novel came to be 
written is a story in itself. It 
began when he read a news~ 
paper report of # doctor who 
died from a heart attack when 
the machine which he always 
kept handy in case of such at- 
tacks was being used to revive 
a drunken playboy who had fal- 
Jen into a lake. 

Douglas based a sermon on 
this report. 

He then wrote up the sermon 
as an essay under the cumber~ 
some title of “Personality Ex- 
pansion Through Self-Invest- 
ment in Philantropic Rehabili- 
tation of Other People’s Lives.” 
Which was not exactly a best- 
selling title! 


When he wrote -his novel, * 


using the theme as & plot, he 
first of all called it “Salvage,” 
and it was not until it was 
accepted for publication that it 
becime “Magnificent Obses- 
sion.” 

It was rejected by publisher 
after published. One top pub- 
lisher sent it back with the 
comment that it possessed a 
great message, but that its fic- 
tional value was negligible. An- 


other equally eminent publish- - 


er turned it down because he 
didn’t like the. message, al- 
thought he though the story 
value was good. 
Eventually, in 
Douglas sent the book to a 
small firm, Willet, Clark and 
Colby, which specialized in pub- 


desperation, 


lishing Sunday - school 
And it was accepted. Neither 
Douglas nop the publishers ex~ 
pected . large sales, and they 
didn’t even bother to sign a 
contract. No one even expected 
the initial edition of 2,500 cop- 
ies to be sold out, and no at- 
tempt was made to interest the 
general fiction-reading public 
in it. 

The first edition sold more 
rapidly than had been antici- 
pated. So a second edition of 
1,500 was printed. It went in no 
time. So did a third edition of 
§,000. 

The sales snowballed at an 
astonishing. rate. Orders begam 
to flood in. The small publishing 
firm couldn’t cope. There was 
one period when every member 
of the firm, from managing- 
director down to the office boy, 
working right into the early 
hours of the night, struggling to 
the books out. In the end the 
task proved too much, and the 
printing rights had to be farm- 
ed out.

Sales went up and up and up, 


until they topped the two-mil- 
lfon mark, and at no time was 
there any from of advertising 
or publicity. Readers discovered 
the book for themselves. 

The middle-aged clergyman 
became famous. Other novels 
flowed from his pen, many of 
which were filmed. 

“The Robe” provided one of 
the oddest quirks of all to the 
Lloyd Douglas. story. He was 


paid $75,000 for the film rights 


on it before he had’ even com~ 
pleted the story, and when the 


picture was first visualized, 
Douglas and the producers 
agreed on the form its treat~ 
ment should take. “We have 
agreed,” Douglas announced, 


“that “The Robe’ shall be made 
as an intimate picture.” If only 
he could have seem how it fi- 
nally reached the screen! 

As with the publication of 
“Magnificent Obsession,” _ it 
looked for a long time as though 
“The Robe” might never reach 
the screen. Production was orig- 
inally planned for 1944, but it 
was postponed at least a dozen 
times. Three different ‘directors 
were signed for it. The purchas- 
ing studio eventually sold the 
rights 40 20th Century-Fox, and 
the film was not made until 
after Douglas’ death. 

Douglas was 80 disgusted with 
the way Hollywood treated him 
over this picture that he stipu- 
lated that his next novel, “The 
Big Fisherman,” was never to 
be filmed, broadcast of serial- 
ized. Which, in some ways, is 
a pity, because many people 
consider it to be the best of his 
novels.

Well, we have been “con- 
verted”—as of last Friday, and it 
was certainly quite an experi- 


-ence. Maybe those of you who 


still have conversion to 60 cycle 
ahead of you would like to know 
what happened. 

’ Shortly before 8 a.m., hydro 
trucks started rolling along the 
highway—-I had already cgunted 
28 before one of them turned in 
at our gate. The driver came in, 
ehecked the equipment to be 
changed over and went away 
again. A little later he came 
back and got to work, first on 
the water-pressure system, then 
the washing machine and finally 
the milker and cream separator. 
When he came to the milk cooler 


‘he found he had been given the 


wrong motor so he had to send 
to Toronto for the right one. 
About 3 o’clock another fellow 
came in to change the refrigera- 
tor. To give him more working 
space I had taken out every- 
thing that as movable in my 
pantry—or kitchenette if you 
prefer to call it titat. The man 
went to work, took out all the 
mysterious works that make a 
refrigerator refrig, brought in 
all the new parts and then, 
after working for awhile, he 
shut up his tool box, announce.

But, while we 
had low voltage people to the 
east of us had too much—lights 
were blindingly bright, furnaces 


racing like mad and fuses blow- 
ing out all over the place. How- 
ever, about nine o'clock the 
trouble was adju ted; lights 
were normal and Partner was 
able to finish his milking. with 
the aid of the milking machine 
But still the refigerator man 
had not returned. I wasn't too 
worried, thinking he would be 
back in the morning.

There was no possibility of 
anyone avoiding the one per 
cent stamp tax on any note he 
happened to hold at the end of 
the month, since without a 
stamp to bring it up to face 
value, the note lost its entire 
value.

In the next few weeks, from 
a little upstairs workshop in 
Toronto, will go 1,320,700 minia- 
ture car license key tags to the 
car owners of Ontario. 

Nineteen war’ amps, all of 
them minus‘ at least one limb, 
have made the key tags. In the 
past nine years 10,500,000 minia- 
ture key tags have been made 
for Canadian car owners by 
War Amps. 

All the profit from the sale of 
the miniature key tags goes to 
the War Amputations Distribu- 
tion and Benevolent Committee. 

In nine years the net earnings 
of the War Amps Key Tag Serv- 
ice has been $207,844. Nearly 


200,000 man hours’ employment. 


has been given to an average of 
19 war amps, full-time. 

Every 36 minutes in the nine 
years the War Amps office has 
returned one set of lost car keys 
to its owner. 

That's the whole idea of the 
Key Tag Service. The owner 
fastens the miniature key tag to 
his car keys. If he loses them, 
they are mailed to the War 
Amps Office. There a record is 
kept of every car owner's name 
and address and car license 
number. 

In addition to restoring lost 
car keys to their owners, the 
key tag service also keeps war 
amps usefully employed, and all 


the profits aid war amps groups 


across Canada. 

In 1983, the Key Tag Service 
transferred to the Benevolent 
Committee $15.996. In 1954,

Act provides for a Farm Prod- 
wets Marketing Board, appoint- 
ed by the government, with mar-~- 
keting schemes for various com- 
modities adminfstered by local 
boards, subject to the approval 
of the producers concerned. 
The powers conferred on the 


_ Board under the present Act are 


marrow. The Provincial Board 
has power to arbitrate disputes, 
investigate costs and marketing 
methods, establish price nego- 
tlating agencies, set minimum 
prices, register producers, li- 
cense .buyers and processors, 
and may delegate all or any of 
these powers to a local board. 

In practice, however, prfice 
fixing powers are never dele- 
“gated to a local board’ or even 
used by the Provincial Board. 
All the schemes under the Act 
(about .24) provide for negoti- 
ation of minimum prices be- 
tween producers and buyers or 


proéessors. If they fail to reach. 


at’ agreement, they may-ask the 
Provincial’ Board of arbitra- 
tion. 

This process is slow and cum- 
bersome, especially if processors 
deliberately delay it. It has hap- 
pened that before an. arbitra- 
tion beard brought down an 
award, the crop had been har- 
vested and” sold by producers 
for whatever” price they could 
get. 

The great weakness of the Act 
is that “regulation” is simply 
authority for collective bargain- 
ing and that it provides no

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solution to the producers’ prob- 
lem that even when they act 
together their bargaining power 
is far less than that of the big 
buyers. 

Another weakness of the pres- 
ent system is the concentration 
of all powers in the hands of

Legislature may be too far ad- 
vanced to re-vamp the whole 
system of farm marketing and 
existing marketing schemes may 
have to get along for another 
year under amended legislation. 
However, farm organizations 
can. urge the government to 
establish: a new department to 
take charge of all cooperative 
activities. including marketing of 
farm products, and they can be- 
gin right now to prepare their 
proposals for new legislation to 
be submitted to next year’s 
provin@.1 parliament.

Attacked By 3,000 Wild Baboons 


Size and savagery in animals 
seidom go together. Some of the 
smallest animals are extremely 
vicious and practically impos- 
sible to tame, while large ani- 
mals are often quite docile. 

For .sheer savagery, baboons 
take some beating, although 
they’re only the size of a fairly 
large dog. Capturing them alive 
alive is a risky business, often 
more dangerous than catching a 
rhinoceros of a lion. 

The efficiency of baboons’ col- 
lective security organization 
might well be the envy of United 
Nations. They are very socially- 
minded animals, going about in 
troops’ sometimes numbering 
several hundred, The old males 
rule the troops with Victorian 
severity, monopolizing all the 
females and administering cor- 
poral punishment to the younger 
members at the slightest sug- 
gestion of misbehaviour or dis- 
obedience. 

These old males are brave, too, 
and are quick to rally round any 
member of the troop in danger. 
They have been known to beat 
off even the formidable leopard, 
sometimes sustaining extensive 
injuries without retreating 

Professional hunters whose 
job is to catch animals alive for 
zoos have had many uncomfort 
able and dangerous experiences 
trapping these savage but loyal 
members of the money tribe 
Before a trap can be set the 
troop must be carefully watch- 
ed and its drinking pools di&- 
covered. Then all except 
are barred with thorn bushes 

To attract the baboons to the 
remaining pool, all kinds of 
favourite foods are scattered 
around. After a few days a bas- 
ket-work cage made of saplings 
is placed in position and baited, 
a long cord being attached to 
the open door. Soon a troop ap- 
proaches to drink, and in go 
some of the members. A pull 
on the cord, and the door closes 
with a bang. 

For a moment the captives sit 
petrified with terror, then pan- 
demonium breaks out. Unholy 
ereams from within are an 
awered with equally biood-curd- 
ling yells from without, as the 
reat of the troop attack the trap 
to release their comrades. For 
the hunters this is the crisis. In 
a short, time the trap will be 
demolished. The would-be res- 


one 


cuers must be beaten off at once, 
Sometimes this can be done suc- 
cessfully. But often the troop 
will attack and a battle ensues 
before ti.> hunters are left with 
their captives. 

It- was on such an occasion @s 
this that a party of hunters came 
near to-losing their lives. The 
trap had been set, perhaps 
rather recklessly, in the territory 
of a huge troop of baboons esti- 
mated to be 3,000 strong. No 
sooner had the door been closed 
on a number of captives than 
the rest of the troop attacked. 

To the hunters it must have 
seemed like a nightmare as the 
savage hordes with bared teeth 
and erect manes, and uttering 
terrible screams, rushed upon 
them, Despite their’ firearms and 


» cudgels, their position was. cri- 


tical, though somehow 
managed to get away 

Then, quite suddenly, the at- 
fackers transferred their atten 
tion to the trap. With concentra- 
ted fury they flung themselves on 
it, reduced it to a. complete 
wreck, and departed with their 
released fellows.

Under Glass 


The very first planting job wil 
not be in the garden outdoors al. 
all, but in the hot bed or special 
flats placed in bright windows 
indoors. A hot bed is simply & 
glass covered yard or so 
special rich fine soil, heated with 
manure, electrically or some 
other means. Where a lot of 
plants are to be started the hot 
bed is the ideal solution and one 
is advised to get a Government 
Bulletin on the subject and fol- 
low the directions. Where only 
a few dozen started plants are 
needed one can sow seed in fine 
soil in a shallow box. and place 
in a sunny window. Where this 
is not possible or practicable one 
simply purchases the started 
plants later on from any seed 
store or nurseryman. 

In this indoor planting it & 
important to use fine rich soil, 
mixed with a little sand or leaf 
mould. One should not plant 
more than a few weeks before 
it will be safe to transplant out-- 
doors. If these things start to 
grow too early they will get toe 
tall and spindly to stand the 
shock of transplanting well. 
Keep it Informal 

The simplest design is usual- 
ly the most effective in gardem 
layouts and for the non-profes- 
sional it is also much the easiest, 
Except, of course, along walks, 
walls and similar fixed featurea, 
it is best to avoid straight lines 
both in the flower garden and im 
laying out shrubs and trees. 

The experts urge planting in 
clumps, with two or three or 
more of each plant in a group. 
For the centre and foreground 
nothing is better than a real good 
lawn. On city lots this may only 
be a few square yards The grass 
sets off the whole layout and it 
should lead up to the fldwer gar- 
den with possibly shrubs or 
trees or & vine covered trellis 
or fence in the background, or aa 
a division between say a kitchem 
or vegetable garden plot at the 
rear, 

Shrubs and flower borders are 
also used to line driveways and 
fences. Against the house itself 
but at least a foot or so in front, 
one can plant groups of shrubs 
or taller flowers. 

In the flower garden or border 
the informal or clump planting 
is continued. Rather than set- 
ting out in rigid rows, one should 
plant groups of various flowers 
with the little things like alyw 
sum, dwarf nasturtiums, lobe 
lias and so on, in front, Taller 
things like zinnias, petunias, a» 
ters jowards the centre and real- 
ly tall flowers such as 
marigolds and delphiniums a 
the rear.

This 
grim fact, more than any mountain 
of figures, points up the real trag- 
edy of the crisis this province is 
facing in education. 

The Minister of Education has as- 
sured the public the teacher short- 
age has been met, though he has ad- 
mitted “some” letters of permission 
had to be issued this 
graduation of 900 extra teachers by 
emergency summer training pro- 
grams. 

He has even conceded a shortage 
of secondary school teachers which 
has been partially relieved by grant- 


ing letters of standing to suitably 


qualified teachers from outside On- 
tario. 

The facts are not 80 reassuring: 
. As of September of last year the 


Department of Education blue book | 


listed 882 public school teachers on 
letters of permit. These are teachers 
with no training or only partial 
training. 

The issuing of “some”,

But it will come a5 a dis- 
tinct surprise to many to learn there 
are already 316 equally unquali- 
fied teachers in secondary, schools. 

Beyond that,. there are some 800 
secondary teachers who have quali- 
fications only for public school 
teaching-—who have never attended 
university.
